S.O. 1120(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely:

27 Grants-in-aid to State Government institutions, non-Government institutions, professional bodies 
and technical institutions of Union Territories for technical education. Grants-in-aid for post-graduate 
studies in basic sciences, grants-in-aid for development of higher scientific and technological education 
and research in educational institutions; Grant-in-aid for fundamental research in science and 
technology; grants to individuals for fundamental research.
